MTI-TRUST CONFEBMOE. 


Stormy Scenes Witnessed at Close of 


the Convention. 


Chicago, Feb. 15,—Stormy scenes 


characterised the sessions of tbe na- 
tional anti-trust conference preceding 
the final adjournment 


The clizaax came when Delegate 


Joseph Parker, a middle-of-the-road 
Pajiuiist, surprised 
tbo 
conference 


With a reeolutionpledginsthe delegates 
to vote for no party that does 
not 


stand tor government ownership and 
tte principle of direct legislation. The 
Doawxratic leaders interpreted this as 
an attack on \V. J. iiryaa, and -were 
on tbeir feet in aa instant to block 
the move. A score o£ delegates took 
the floor, and all tried to talk at the 
same. time. 


Chairman Monnett was in doubt as 


to •what to do. Disorder reigned for 10 
minutes, and then Chairman Monnett 
used the gavel and temporarily ad- 
journed tee convention. 


Another whirl of excitement 
took 


place after', the reading of the report 
of the committee on resolutions ^ben 
Delegate Quinn of Illinois 6£ered an 
amendment ,to ihe declaration, of prin- 
ciples calling for the-repeal of all laws 
sostaicing the right of citizens 
to 


private property, With a view to giv- 
ing every citizen a free home. A long 
wrangle ensued over the disposition 
of the amendment. Captain 
W. 
P. 


Black, Tom Johnson and others ap- 
pealed to Quinn 
to withdraw the 


amendment, but he refused. 


After much discussion, during which 


Quina v.-ixs ('.enounced as a disturber 
by delegates on the stage* Chairman 
Monnett put the motion to adopt the 
report. 
T\vo ballots were taken. 


Finally, he declared the report of the 
committee adopted, nnd the 
ruling 


caused a thunder of disapproval, pele- 
•gate Quinn. daring the uproar, ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair. 
an;l his action was seconded. The vote 
was put and Chairman "Monnett was 
sustained by a largo majority. 


The convention was enlivened by an

The 
nest morning Ben: Franklin concluded 
that .as a representative of the great 
state o£ Texas he should demand an 
apology from the "terror" for his con- 
duct of the previous night With most 
members of the cowboy class this re- 
quest would have been complied with 
as a matter of course, but Johnnie 
Potts had the opinion that it was be- 
neath the dignity of .a real "terror" to 
apologize for anything and would not. 
Ben Franklin, on the other hand, al-

member of the fraternity, felt that 
when a Tesan demanded an .apology It 
'must come or blood. The range rid- 
ers stood close, together, there "was no 
consultation of "seconds" or measur- 
ing oS so many paces.

Franklin, filled

agony, -would not hear o! it- 


"What's the use o' doin' that, Ben?" 
gasped the dying "terror." "Ter got 
me, but I'd sare a got you If I'd a 
drawed a little quicker. Twon't do me

you to go and 


stand trial, nur yon either. 
The "ter- 


ror" was buried near the lonely camp] 
house, and the foreman of the ranch! 
took the trouble to see that tbe grave j 
•was not entirely neglected. Ben Frank- 
lin went back to his home a changed 
man. •:.Instead' of the rollicking, rough 
rider he became gloomy, haggard, and 
prematurely old, ••wlth-.--tb.-3 haunted 
look of a man who ever saw the pic- 
ture ot a night's debauch, a fatal duel 
and the lonesome, unmarked grave of, 
Johnnie Potts, the "terror."

When alfalfa 
hay is the rousb feed, fattening stoors 
grain 3j& to 5 pounds per day each. Al- 
falfa is bur best soil euricher, bringing 
up, plant footl to the surface KOI! from 
greater depths than any otJier crop 
plant grown in Kansas. It seems im- 
perative, then, that eastern Kansas 
farmers, should grow alfalfa if poss-i 
blc, as they need it both for feed and 
for fertilizer. 


Most trials of alfalfa iu eastern Kan- 


sas have been failures, but we have 
found alfalfa erowu successfully un- 
der almost evf?r_v condition of soil to be 
found iu the eastern part of the state. 
and we believe 1bat a l.irjre portion of 
eastern Kansas, from Nebraska to In- 
dian Territory, is n natural aifiilfa 
country. Alfalfa •will not prow ou wot 
iatid nor where rock comes afar tbe 
surface. It is easiest proivn tvhero the 
subsoil is rich and porcuis, but -jcoil 
crops have been harvested maiiy years 
in succession on land underlaid with 
as tous;h and hard subsoils as tiiere 
are in the state. A successful a!falf;i 
grower of wide experience' recently 
said that any land which ">vi!l produce 
good corn regularly and on which cot- 
tonwood trees do well is good alfalfa 
land.

has its diseases as the sheep 


has, says Tlie Sheep Breeder. 
i>ut the 


diseases of the fleece Oocs not hurt the 
sheep as to its ;:e«ernl health. Hair 
and -^vool are precisely the same iu 
composition and general character e~ 
cept tlmt hair is suiootli ami wool I; 
rough to the touch. One of the dis- 
eases of wool causes the fibers to split 
and tangle together, forming matted 
patches all over the body. Another 
causes the wool to felt, forming patch- 
es of short hairyllke balls, •vvbich loos- 
en from the skin siml leave bare spots 
which are red and iBilajsed. All these 
are infectious. > and the disease will 
spread from one sheep to another until. 
if neglected, tljo sskiu is bare over half 
tbe body of the sheep sometimes. A 
lookout should he kept for these dis- 
eases. au<3 imrnediflto treatment should 
he applied. The easiest remedy Is to 
apply tincture of iodine to the slcin, 


tbe wool where it is still re- 


tained. The disease Is really in the 
wool and not in the skin, iiut yet the 
skin may be Infected by the- diseased 
wool. 
It is clue to- a mimito fungus 


wbich grows in tbe fibers of the fleece, 
destroying the substance of tbe wool 
and reducing it to short pieces or even 
dust. These diseases are virulently In- 
fectious, and ivheu they appear instant 
action, should be takeu.
